No rush like this has ever been ex- 
perienced in the history of immigration in the West, and Alberta is the 
magnet that is drawing them.

The latest party to-be heralded is one of 200 wealthy French farmers and 
their families, who, with over half a million dollars in their pockets, are on 
their way to Edmonton, 

The party passed through Toronto today, according to a despatch re- 
ceived by the Capital, They will take up land at once in this vicinity, 

The excursions started from Montreal and Toronto by the government 
publicity department will reach here Saturday evening or Sunday.

EDMONTON DIOCESE 


jArchbishop’s Fund of England, Makes 
Contribution of $5,000 Towards New 
Bishopric of Anglican Church. 


The establishment of a new bishop- 
ric of the Anglican church, to be known 
as the Edmonton bishopric, and which 
has been under consideration for some 
time, is to be assisted to the extent of 
a grant of $5,000 from the archbish- 
op'’s fund in England. 

A despateh to this effect was recciv- 
ed by the Capital this morning, from 
London. The appeal for assistance 
from this fund was made some time 
ago by the bishop of Calgary, 

The establishment of a new bishop- 
ric at} Edmonton would require the 
sum of 360,000. Thus far, the 
contribution of $5,000 from the arch- 
bishop’s fund, is practically the only 
subscription yet received, The dis- 
trielL has not yet been canvassed. Arch- 
deacon Gray has been appointed com- 
missary in Edmonton, for the purpose 
of collecting funds. 

The Edmonton bishopric would in- 
clude all the territory from Ponoka, on 
the C, and E,, as far north as probab- 
ly <Athabasea Landing. The bishop 
who would preside over this diocese 
would be located in Edmonton.

Says the Calgary Albertan: 

And now, kind-hearted fan, 
draw up your chair to the table, 
take paper and pencil and do a 
bit of figuring with me and I 
shall endeavor to show you that 
under the schedule which we are 
asked to adopt for the season, 
Calgary cannot expect to win the 
pennant. There is one satisfac- 
tion in knowi by the same rea- 
soning, that vontor cannot win 
the pennant either, But that is 
no satisfaction, for, after all, 
though we shoot it into the Ed- 
monton fans, and they come back 
vigorously but with all good na- 
ture, yel we know that after Cal- 
gary we would prefer to have the 
Deacon packing home the flag. 
But I can show you to a demon- 
stration that under this arrange- 
ment neither team is likely to win 
it 


We shall begin by accepting as 
a postulate that Edmonton and 
Calgary will be just about even 
in the break-away and the finish 
It is all very well to jest about 
the Deacon's team and all that, 
but we know that the Deacon will 
have just about as good a team 
as we have, and not very much 
better and not very much worse. 
If it isn't that way in the break- 
away, it will be that way before 
the season gets very far along. It 
is bound to be. 

Last season Calgary had to win 
69 per cent. of all the games play- 
ed to nose out a pennant and we 
didn’t win by any big margin, 
either. That is about the aver- 
age per centage for pennant win- 
ning, though they are made some- 
times upon less, but it is not safe 
to risk it or calculate it upon 
less. be 

But Calgary will play Edmonton 
G60 cames. It is not safe to calcul- 
ate that of those 60 games Calgary 
will win any more than 30, It may 
be that we can take 35 or 25, but 
going on the theory of probabili- 
ties, 30 about gets it, Calgary 
has 48 games with the other 
towns, 

Now let us get back to the pre- 
vious premise, Conceding that the 
winning team must take 69 per 
cent. of the games, means that 
Calgary must win 74 games to take 
another flag, But it will have but 
30 from Edmonton, which means 
that it will have to win 44 of the 
other 48 games, which of course 
if a practical impossibility. Place 
the word Edmonton in the place of 
Calgary and you have the same 
story told about our Eskimo 
neighbors, 

Take it another way: There is 
bound to be one weak team in the 
league. The other teams are not 
so Well organized as ours and will 
not be able to brace as quickly 
as we do. Let us say that it is 
Moose Jaw. That is pure suppo- 
sition and no prediction at all. Re- 
gina will play Moose Jaw 60 times 
and Calgary will play Moose Jaw 
12 times, Suppose Calgary and Re- 
wina are Just about even and that 
Regina defeats Moose Jaw 45 
times and is beaten 15 times and 
Calgary and Edmonton are. even, 
then Regina will lead by 45 
Straight games, a lead which can-
